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of the same, THAT from and after the passing of this Act, it shall and 2 
and may be lawful for any Archbishop or Bishop in Inland, holding 
more than one Diocese united, to form Districts into Parishes by 
uniting together Parts of Parishes in their several Dioceses, though 
situated partly in the one and partly in the other of said Dioceses ; 
in the exercise of which power, said Archbishops and Bishops shall 
conform to the Regulations and be subject to Appeal to the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, and 
the Privy Council, in like manner as in said Act is provided. 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That such District Parishes shall 
be deemed to be in that Diocese in which the Church of such District 
Parish shall be erected. 

And be it Enacted, That in all cases in which a Parish shall be made 
part of such a District, the Patron of such Parish shall have a Right, 
in his turn, to nominate to the Curacy thereof, in like manner as the 
Rectors or Vicars of Parishes, whereof parts are incorporated in such 
District, are by the Act aforesaid entitled to nominate. 
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
